ical prisoners” and “down with fin- 
ger printing and registration.” 

Members of the regular Capitol 
police squad then dashed into the 
crowd, snatching the placards and 
jostling some of the demonstra- 
tors. 

There was sporadic fighting, but 
this was quickly stopped. 

Tear Gas Bomb Released. 

One of the 40 policemen released 
a tear gas bomb which, however, 
appeared to cause more tears 
among the spectators than the 
demonstrators. 

Under the guidance of police, the 
demonstrators headed toward the 
House side of the Capitol Plaza and 
finally straggled out in a long line 
around the south end of the build- 
ing. 

Some fist fighting continued, 
with a few women being jostied in 
the melee. 

The crowd ‘carried tNetr shouts 
‘and jeers &t polite through the 
Capitol grounds to the Garfield 
monument, where they milled 
around and were again dispersed 
amid explosion of tear bombs and 
fisticuffs,

er’ Mary Jones, militant leader of 
organized labor, died last night at 
the home of Mrs. Walter Burgess, 
near here. She was 100 years old. 
She had championed the cause of 
the working man for 60 years. She 
succumbed to the ravages of age 
only after her death had been ex- 
pécted several times during the last 
year. She will be buried in the 
union labor cemetery at Mount 
Olive, Ill., 40 miles northeast of 
St. Louis.

Suppose “all of us worked to build and maintain our 
own house and each room represented one day’s work each 
week. A six-day week supplies a six-room houze and five 
days supply five rooms. 

If everybody immediately went on a five-day week with 
no decrease in the weekly money wage everybody would soon 
find the pay for a week would give only five rooms. The 
cost of the goods and services necessary to produce the 
rooms would increase as much as the work of the week de- 
creased. A national five-day week with or without reduc- 
tion of pay swould leave everybody practically with five 
rooms, instead of six. If we are not content with the six- 
room standard we cannot get more by decreasing hours but 
by working more or by ‘using machinery that increases 
production. The five-day week for everyone is ultimately 
a question of living on a five or six room standard.

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in an opinion by Chief Justice 
Hughes, sent back the Chicago 
telephone rate case to the three- 
Judge Illinois Federal Court, which 
first passed upon it, with orders to 
make further findings as to the in- 
tricate facts involved. No dissent 
from the opinion of the Chief Jus- 
tice. was announced. 

Meantime, the new rates ordered 
by the Illinois Commerce Commis- 
sion seven years ago are to remain 
noneffective pending final adjudi- 
cation of the case. These rates, af- 
fecting four classes of coin box 
service in Chicago, were suspernd- 
ed by an injunction issued by the 
district court on the complaint of 
the Illinois Bell Telephone Co., a 
constituent part of the American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co., that 
they were confiscatory within the 
meaning of the fourteenth amend- 
ment. 
$11,000,000,000 Fund Accumulated. 

Under the decree of the lower 
court there has been accumulated 
by the telephone company a fund 
of $11,000,000, representing the dif- 
ference between the present 
charges and those ordered by the 
Illinois Commission, and this must 
be refunded to the subscribers if 
the decision runs finally against 
the company. 

The case came before the United 
States Supreme Court on appeal by 
the Illinais Commission and the 
City of Chicago from the restrain- 
ing order of the lower court. 

Chief Justice Hughes in effect 
told the lower court that its find- 
ings were wholly inadequate, and 
that the Supreme Court must have 
many’more facts before it could be 
expected to make an _ intelligent 
decision on the rates in question. 


State .Commission’s Powers. 


While the main issues involved, 
including the question of a proper 
_rate base, were not settled by the 
Supreme Court, it did pronounce 
the important diction that the IIli- 
nois Commission was fully within 
its rights in taking jurisdiction 
over the intra-state rates of the 
company. 


“The fact that the relation of the 


Illinois company to the American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. may de- 
mand close scrutiny, in dealing with 
certain questions which bear upon 
the validity of the rate order,” said 
Chief Justice Hughes, ‘‘cannot ob- 
scure the essential basis of that or- 
der, that is, that the commission 
was imposing its requrements upon 
a corporation organization engaged 
in an intra-state public service and, 
as such, amenable to a valid exer- 
cise of the commission's authority.”’ 

Chief Justice Hughes, in review- 
ing the case, stated that the Illinois 
commission had found that the ex- 
isting rates would return for the en- 
suing year (1923) 9 per cent upon 
the commission's rate base, whereas 
the proposed lower rates would give 
a return of 7% per cent on that 
base. 

Further Facts Called For. 

After a further exhaustive sum- 
ming up of the commission's or- 
der, the Chief Justice said that 
neither the commission nor the 
court below had drawn any dis- 
tinction between:the intrastate and 
the interstate property and busi- 
ness of the company. The court 
had determined the issue, he said, 
on the basis of the total Chicago 
property of the company. 

“In view of the questions pre- 
sented in this case,” said Chief 
Justice Hughes, “the validity of the 
order of the State Commission can 
be suitably tested only by an ap- 
propriate determination of the val- 
ue of the property employed in the 
intrastate business and of the com- 
pensation receivable for the intra- 
state service under the rates pre- 
scribed. As to the value of that 
property, and as to the revenue and 
expenses incident to that business, 
separately considered, there should 
be specific findings,” 

Still other questions, the Chief 
Justice pointed out, arise from the 
relation of the Illinois company to 
the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co. and to the Western Elec- 
tric Co., from which the Illinois 
company purchases practically all 
its equipment. 

“While,” he said, “the Tilinois 
company is a distinct corporate or- 
ganization, it has the advantage of 
being a component part of a large 
system to which the beenfits of its 
operations accrue. Through this 
relation, the Illinois company ob- 
tains the co-operation of the man- 
ufacturing, research, engineering 
and financing departments of the 
American company, 7

Rate of Depreciation. 

On the subject of depreciation, 
the Court said: 

‘While it has been held by this 
Court that property paid for out of 
moneys received for past services 
belongs to the company, and that 
the property represented. by the 
credit. balance in the reserve for 
depreciation cannot be used to sup- 
port the imposition of a confisca- 
tory rate, it is evident that past 
experience is an indication of the 
company’s requirements for the fu- 
ture. 

“The recognition of the owner- 
ship of the property represented 
by the reserve does not make it 
necessary to allow similar accumu- 
lations to go on if experience shows 
that these are excessive. 

“The company urges that, as 
Congress has granted jurisdiction 
to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission over the depreciation rates 
of telephone companies doing an 
interstate business, this subject is 
now completely withdrawn from 
the power of the state. It is said 
that two rates of depreciation can- 
not be charged on the Same prop- 
erty. 

. “The Intersttae Commerce Com- 
mission has had the matter unhder 
consideration, but, as far as welare 
advised, no final determination has 
been made. As _ the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has not 
acted finally in the matter, we 
are not now called upon to con- 
sider the scope of its authority in 
relation to depreciation charges, 
but we are of the opinion that, in 
any event, until action has been 
taken which could be deemed 
validily to affect the amount to 
be charged to depreciation in con- 
nection with intrastate business so 
as to affect intrastate rates, , the 
prerogative of the State to  pre- 
scribe such rates, and the jurisdic- 
tion and duty of the statutory 
court in considering their validity 
to determine the amount properly 
allowable for depreciation in con- 
nection with the intrastate busi- 
ness, are not to be gainsaid.” 

Fair Rate of Return. 

As to what is a fair rate of re- 
turn on a public utility property, 
the Court quoted its opinion in the 
Bluefield case, Where it was said: 

“A public utility is entitled to 
such rates as will permit it to earn 
a return on the value of the prop- 
erty which it employs for the con- 
vemience of the public equal to 
that generally being made at the 
Same time and in the same general 
part of the country on investments 
in other business undertakings 
which are attended by correspond- 
ing risks and uncertainties: but it 
has no constitutional right to prof- 
its such as are realized or antici- 
pated in highly profitable enter- 
prises or speculative ventures.” 

Regarding the present case, the 
Court said that it differed from the 
Ordinary in that the Illinois com- 
pany formed part of a large sys- 
tem. 

“The record of the Illinois corm- 
pany,” the opinion proceeds, 
“shows that for many years it has 
been able to expand its business so 
as to meet increasing demands to 
pay its operating expenses, includ- 
ing interest in money borrowed, to 
pay dividends of 8 per cent upon its 
capital stock, and to accumulate a 
surplus.

Robinson Introduces Farm Drouth 
Relief Bill. 
By the Associated Press. 

Night sessions of the House ap- 
pear to be the means by which Re- 
publican leaders hope to -expedite 
action on legislation to prevent an 
extra session. Representative Til- 
son, Republican floor leader, said: 
“There is plenty of time at the 
short session in which to consider 
all controversial matters and _ to 
enact all legislation that meeds to 
be enacted. If we need more time 
we can meet at night.” 

A last minute move apparently 
has eliminated controversy from 
one portion of the legislative pro- 
gram. Senator Robinson of Ark- 
ansas, the Democratic leader, con- 
ferred with President Hoover at 
the White House yesterday, agree- 
ing on a partial, non-partisan pro- 
gram of unemployment and drouth 
relief bills. 

And today hardly had Congress 
come together before members be- 
gan making legislative proposals, 
including one by Senator Robinson 
for $60,000,000 to be advanced as 
loans for seed and feed to drouth- 
suffering farmers. A Democrat 
also will sponsor !f{t in the House, 
and Republican co-operation for 
enactment is practically a certain- 
ty. 

Democrats in both branches plan 
to support Republican moves to in- 
crease Federal highway aid, speed 
up public building construction 
and inland waterway development. 


Among New Proposals. 


Among other legislative propos- 
als today is one for a permanent 
commission “dealing exclusively 
with the problem of maintaining 
the best conditions in industry and 
keeping working men permanently 
employed.” It is called for in a 
bill by Representative Ludlow 
(Dem.), Indiana. 

An international celebration in 
Los Angeles upon completion of the 
Boulder Canyon project in 1937 is 
proposed in a resolution by Repre- 
sentative Swing (Rep.), California. 

A bill to authorize construction 
of a $35,000 highway along the 
south shore of Lake Superior has 
been introduced by Representative 
Peavey (Rep.), Wisconsin... Peavey 
will outline the project to the In. 
dian Bureau tomorrow and ex- 
pects a report by the Christmas 
holidays. 

Representative Summers (Rep.), 
Washington, has offered a bill to 
authorize a $1,000,000 loan fund 
for farmers in crop failure areas of 
his State. 

Senator Robingon announced he 
was introducing the drouth relief 
measure on his own responsibility. 
The bill also would authorize loans 


pf $5,000,000 to states seriously af- 
fected by the drouth for the con- 
struction of highways. As well, it 
would authorize the President to 
take over the wheat which has been 
purchased by the Federal Farm 
Board and distribute it for seed, 
feed and food necessary in the 
making of crops for the year 1931 
in drouth-stricken areas; 

Emphasizing that the proposal 
regarding Farm Board wheat re- 
quired careful consideration, Rob- 
inson said the underlying idea has 
the approval of many who possess 
broad experience concerning e#0- 
nomic problems... ‘Among them 
may be mentioned the Hon. William 
G. McAdoo: and representatives of 
various farm and market organiza- 
tions,” he added. “Opportunity has 
not been afforded to. obtain the 
views on the subject of the Federal 
Farm Board, but it is assumed that 
the opinion of the board will be 
obtained by committees of the Con- 
gress.”’ 

The wording of the wheat section 
of the act follows: “The President 
is hereby autherized to take over 
the wheat, or any parts thereof, 
which may have been acquired by 
the Federal Farm Board and which 
may remain undisposed of at the 
time of the passage of this act, and 
to cause the same to be digtributed 
and used for seeds, feed and food 
necessary or. helpful in ghe mak- 
ing of crops during the Jear 1931 
in areas gravely affected by drouth 
during 1930.”’ e 

The loans from the $6f,000,000 
fund would be made undef regula- 
tions drawn up by the President. 
The bill says they should be loaned 
to farmers to finance their 1931 
crops “with or without security." 

The road loans would be made 
to the states for the construction of 
highways ‘‘other than those receiv- 
ing or eligible to receive Federal 
aid” and would be repaid in 20 
equal installments. 

The bill would appropriate $3,- 
500,000 for the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to carry on agricultural ex- 
tension work in the drouth-stricken 
counties.

SAYS BRIDE TRICKED 
HUGH W. THOMASON 


“So-Called Chauffeur’ Ready 
to Testify Capitalist Was 
Forced Into Marriage. 


Another chapter was added to 
the volume of marital woes of Hugh 
W. Thomasson, 73-year-old capital- 
ist, who has sued for marriage an- 
nulment from his youthful bride, 
when Conrad E. -Friderich, named 
in Thomasson’s petition as Mrs. 
Thomasson’'s “so-called chauffeur,” 
summoned reporters to a downtown 
hotel yesterday and informed them 
he is ready to testify that the 
wealthy landowner was tricked into 
marriage. 

Thomasson contends that a 
month after his marriage, July 25, 
to the thrice-wedded Carolyn Ma- 
hood, she and her “so-called chauf- 
feur’’ took him to Chicago, where 
he was kept until he signed a $10,- 
000 check and a separation agree- 
ment obligating him to buy and 
furnish a $15,000 home and pay 
$1000 a month to his bride. 

Thomasson and Miss Mahood, 
as has been told, were married two 
weeks after she struck up an ac- 
quaintance with him through a 
bellboy at the Fairmont Hotel, 
where both were guests. They scp- 
arated within seven weeks, after 
the bride contracted to buy $73,000 
in jewelry, $17,800 in furs, a $5000 
automobile, a $35,000 home and 
expensive furniture. 

The furs and jewelry never have 
been delivered and the automobile 
is back in the showroom of the 
Chicago company wherd it was 
purchased, taken from Mrs. Thom- 
asson when payments on it ceased. 

Friderich said he first met Mrs. 
Thomasson about a year ago in In- 
didmapolis, and had continued their 
acgaaintanceship throughout. He 

td that he had knowledge of nu- 
merous facts that convinced him 
Thomasson was hoodwinked into 
marriage, as alleged in his petitio:. 

The defendant informed him 
prior to her meeting with Thomas- 
son, Friderich said, that she in- 
tended to marry the capitalist, and 
laid sher plans to that_ purpose 
against his advice. 

Friderich said he had accompan- 
ied the pair on their “honeymoon” 
to Chicago and Milwaukee, and is 
convinced that Thomasson made 
the trip against his will. — 

He related how Mrs. Thomasson 
induced her husband to give her a 
check for $10,000, by promising to 
return to St. Louis. Instead, he 
cohtinued, the bride visited a law- 
yer who drew up a separation 
agreement which forced Thomas- 
son to purchaSe a home and pay 


her $1000 a month. This was 
signed, Friderich said, after Mrs. 
Thomasson extended the “honey- 


moon” to Milwaukee, parked by 
the lake, and threatened to “stay 
there all night’” unless her hus- 
band complied. 

‘Mrs. Thomasson was told, when 
she cashed the check, that her 
husband was supposed to be worth 
several millions,” ‘Friderich said.

“The day after we arrived I 
drove them around until they se- 
lected the house in the Moorlands 
and closed the deal.

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Gerk Says More Appeals 
Have Been Received Than 
Last Yeer for First Aid 
Relief. 


Chief of Police Gerk today an- 
nounced that he, and the captains 
of police districts, would receive 
eqgntributions for first-aid relief 
of cases of destitution, for which 
constant appeals are coming to the 
stations and through ‘patrolmen. 

He compiled figures, from dis- 
trict reports, which show that 1023 
families, comprising 4367 persons 
of all ages, were in immediate 
want, and had no help except that 
which the police could ¢° 2 them, 
their cases not yet haying reached 
the charitable organizations, 

The present need, Chief Gerk 
said, is more acute than that which 
existed when he appealed for con- 
tributions a year ago. At that time, 
about $4000 was contributed and 
the money was applied to relief by 
police. 

“Our men on beats are receiving 
many applications from needy per- 
sons for food, fuel, shoes and cloth- 
ing,” the Chief said. “‘Such appli- 
cations are referred by the police 
‘td relief agencies, but it is neces- 
sary for these organizations to 
make investigations before extend- 
ing relief. In the meantime, the 
police must bridge the gap by 
giving immediate relief. 

“At Laclede Avenue Station, the 
appeals were so many and _ 80 
urgent that the policemen them- 
selves made up a fund, equal to 
what they had subscribed to the 
Community Fund campaign, and 
each man on duty in the district 
gave not less than $1.” 

Gifts of day-old bread, for dis- 
tribution among families by po- 
lice, have been made by bakeries 
in some districts. The South Broad- 
way Athletic Association has do- 
nated $173 to relief through police 
at the Wyoming and Soulard street 
stations. 

While the number of those re- 
quiring charity is larger than last 
year, there are also many others 
who have not yet had to _ seek 
charity, but who will have to do so 
unless they can get employment 
soon. 

Many such cases have come to 
the attention of the Citizens’ Un- 
employment Relief Bureau, with 
headquarters in the Southern Hote] 
building. 

A. W. Jones, in charge of the 
bureau, reported that the majority 
of the applicants have lived in the 
city five years or longer, and that 
many are near the point of destitu- 
tion. Last week and the week be- 
fore, 2224 applications for jobs 
were filed, and only 61 jobs were 
found, of which 50 were consid- 
ered temporary. Jones said the 
number of temporary jobs offered 
through the bureau is increasing.

CHICAGO, Dec. 1,.—-“Scarface 
Al” Capone, No. 1 man on the list 
of Chicago “public enemies.” was 
still at liberty today after a game 
of hide-and-seek with the authori- 
ties. The boss gangster was sought 
in raids on five places, but was not 


found, although the raiders, led by 
Municipal Judge John H. Lyle and 
Patrick Roche, -¢hief investigator 
for the State’s Attorney, found evi- 
dence that Capone was not far 
ahead of them. ’ 

In the apartment of Willle 
Heeney, a Capone gangster, the 
raiders found silk pajamas bearing 
Capone's initials and a meal cook- 
ing on a stove. More clothing with 
Capone's initials was found a few 
blocks away in the home of Mrs. 
Ernestine Caru. Here they -lso 
discovered a wooden box with a 
solid gold plate on which was in- 
scribed: “Best Wishes—From Al” 

Mrs. Caru’s husband, Ernest, 
was missing. Joseph Cook, whose 
home was among the five raided, 
also was not home. RHoche said he 
believed Caru and Cook had ac- 
companied Capone on his flight. 

Yesterday's raids were made on 
word received last Friday that Ca- 
pone would be found in one of the 
five places visited. 

Judge Lyle topped off his day's 
activities by appearing for an ad- 
dress at a church in Evanston, 
where he said that Capone had a 
political power in Chicago that 
must be checked.

Her in Labor Cause. 
Mary Jones was for more than 
60 years one of the most forceful 
personalities with which capital 
and labor had to deal... ” 
Where strikes and labor. troubles 
were fiercest, there was “Mother” 
Jones in her little black ‘bonnet and 
with her biting, eloquent tongue. 
Her activities were most spec- 


tacular in the mines of Colorado, | 


the coal fields of West Virginia and 
the cotton mills of the South. 

She saw plenty of hardship and 
trouble in her early years and the 
conflicts of the American working 
man appealed to her sympathies 
and her love of daring. 

It was the sight of hungry job- 
less men in Chicago that sent her 
into the labor movement, She de- 
cided to take an active part in aid- 
ing working people to better the 
conditions under which they lived. 

Her first participation in a strike 
was in the ’70s when employes of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
quit work. From then on her days 
were one stormy succession of dra- 
matic events. 

She was jailed, threatened and 
deported from states. Whenever 
the message came: “The boys want 
you to help,” there went Mother 
Jones, sometimes carrying her be- 
longings in a little black shawl. 
Asked once where her hqme was 
she said: “Wherever there is @ 
fight against oppression.” 

Children. 

She organized children working 
in cotton mills for a spectacular 
march to Oyster Bay when Roose- 
velt was President. She knew they 
would not be receive® but it 
brought national attention to the 
child labor problem. She fought 
the Rockefeller interests in the 
Colorado mines and in 1914, after 
the Trinidad trouble she was 
seized by militiamen and ordered 
out of the State. 

She was active in the defense of 
Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone in 
1906 and raised money and made 
speeches in their defense. She was 
summoned before Congress in 1910 
in connection with the Mexican 


‘| question. She freely admitted hav- 


ing raised money for the defense 
of Mexicans who were arrested in 
Los Angeles for opposing Diaz, 

When the United Mine Workers 
began organizing the Penngylvania 
coal fields Mother Jones decided 
to form a womans’ auxillary known 
as the mop and broom brigade. 
When a carload of non-unidn men 
came in, the infuriated ‘women 
met them. They were i¢4 by a 
woman of Mother Jonés’ own 
choosing—a red-haired woman 
with a scarlet shawl wrapped 
round her head. This woman 
started such a racket by beating 
her dish pan with a hammer and 
finally throwing the pan at a 
mule’s head that a stampede start- 
ed which routed the newcomers. 

Mary Jones kept in touch with 
the labor world even from her 
sick bed. She dictated letters to 
Governors about men in _ prison 
and had newspapers read to her 
daily. She was against prohibition, 
woman suffrage and communism 
and always fought for the social 
platform supported by the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. 

In a speech made on her one 
hundredth birthday she assailed 
women’s clubs as being a place for 
“ladies,” when what the world 
needed was “women” who would 
go out and right its wrongs. 


MOTHER JONES 
TO BE BURIED IN 
LABOR CEMETERY 


By the Associated Press. 

MOUNT OLIVE, IIL, Dec. 1.— 
Mother Jones willed that she be 
buried in the Mount Olive Union 
Miners’ Cemetery, the necropolis 
dedicated to the strikers killed in 
the Virden mine riot of 1898. Her 
grave faces the memorial. 

To certify this burial provision in 
Mother Jones’ will, her wish was 
recorded three years ago in the 
Macoupin County Courthouse. 

Green hills slope down to the 
cemetery. On one of these slopos 
one October day in 1898, striking 
miners marching to the Virden 
mine in protest against importation 
of Negro. strike-breakers, were 
halted by guards outside a stock- 
ade, In the ensuing fighting, eight 
strikers were killed. 

“General” Alexander Bradley led 
the union miners. He is buried in 
the union cemetery, across the main 
driveway from the plot reserved for 
Mother Jones. 

Five of those killed in the Virden 
riot are buried in the Mount 
Olive memorial. To their graves 
Mother Jones often came. 

After the peace between the 
strikers and the operators, the mine 
unions sought a part of both Mount 
Olive cemeteries in which to bury 
their dead. Their offers to pur- 
chase a plot in either were rejected. 

So the Mount Olive Union Miners* 
Cemetery was laid out. It is the 
only necropdlis of organized labor 
in America. .Here any union miner 
can be interred without cost. 

Since Mother Jones’ life began 
ebbing, labor leaders here have 
planned for her funeral. 

They want her body to le in

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec 1.—Look- 
ing ahead to the end of the busi- 
ness depression and the time when 
it will ibe freed of its duties with 
the emergency fleet, the Shipping 
Board today proposed legislation 
to aid it in supervising develop- 
ment of the American merchant 
marine. 

“The year has been one of 
marked depression in the realm of 
world shipping,” it said in its an- 
nual report, “but American ship- 
owners are augmenting their fleets 
in order to be in a strategic com- 
petitive position when normal con- 
ditions again prevail. 

“Coincident with these plans for 
the future on the part of Ameri- 
can owners, the liquidation of Gov- 
ernment tonnage is proceeding as 
rapidly as conditions warrant. It 
is a matter of deep satisfaction to 
the board that the-end of the Gov- 
ernment’s activities as an operator 
of merchant ships is already in 
sight.”’ 

Proposed Legislation. 

In the legislation the board 
urged on Congress are: 

Provision for the award of ocean 
mail contracts to purchasers of 
board lines, 

Preventing the award of such 
contracts to American lines operat- 
ing foreign flag ships in competi- 
tion with American flag ships. 

Higher rates of pay for mail 
ships whose speed exceeds 24 
knots. 

Tax exemption for American ves- 
sels in foreign trade. 

Transfer to private lines of the 
business now handled by army and 
navy transports and the Panama 
Railroad Steamship Line. 

Funds for the creation of a naval 
reserve. 

Government ald for American 
ships not given mail contracts, 

Limited experimentation with 
foreign trade zones, or free ports. 

A definite interest rate on con- 
struction loans. 

Raise the construction loan limit 
from $150,000,000 to $260,000,000. 

Ratify the agreements reached 
at the various international marine 
conferences.

PLAN LIKELY TO BE ACHIEVED 
_IN FOUR YEARS, LEADER SAYS 


Kuibyshev Asserts 


In Report on Two Years’ Operation, M. 


Program Has Suc- 


ceeded Beyond Expectations. ' 


In the following article, Valerian 
V. Kuibyshev, vice president of the 
Council of People’s Commissars and 
President of the State Planning 
Commission of the Soviet Union, 
gives the Soviet view of progress of 
the five-year inndustrialization plan 
in Russia, now more than two years 
old. The article is based on a state- 
ment made especially to the Asso- 
ciated Press. 


Cupyright, 1930. by the Associated Press, 
MOSCOW, Dec. 1.—In two years 
of operation, Valerian V. Kuiby- 
shev, president of the State Plan- 
ning Commission, asserts, the Soviet 
five-year industrialization plan not 
only has succeeded beyond expecta- 
tion, but has given every promise 
of completion within four years in- 
stead of five. 

“The present task,” says Kuiby- 
shev, who is responsible for putting 
the five-year plan into operation, 
“consists of fulfillment of the plan 
before schedule, that is, within 
four years.” 

In an exhaustive report on the 
first two years ef the plan’s opera. 
tion, which ended Oct. 1, Kuiby- 
shev presents figures to show an 
increase beyond the planned pro- 
duction estimates in every depart- 
ment mentioned; not in a single 
one he lists do the results come be- 
neath what had been projected. 


claims advanced by the greatest 
bourgeois economists and politici- 
ans that the estimate of the five- 
year plan were unreal, utopian and 
fantastic? Who -does not remember 
the talk that they were mere bol- 
shevist delirium; to this day cries 
are heard of the failure of the far- 
reaching plan for the reconstruc- 
tion of the national economy of the 
Soviet Union,” he writes. 
Figures on Plan’s Progress. 

“The past two years’ operation 
of the plan furnishes sufficient ma- 
terial both for verifying the reality 
of its provisions and for verifying 
the justice of the objections ani 
doubts which the plan aroused 
among representatives of bourgeois 
economic thought. The past two 
years have revealed piatiletka (as 
the plan is called) being exceeded 
in the most important section& of 
national economy.” 

There follow figures 
piatiletka’s progress: 

In two years, Kuibyshev says, to- 
tal output in planned industries un- 
der piatiletka is estimated at 29,- 
338,000,000 rubles (about $14,690,- 
000,000). 9 

“The excess of fulfillment of pia- 
tiletka for the first two years is 
particularly yemarkable in the fie!d 
of heavy industry,” he _ writes, 
“while piatiletka provides in this 
field for 12,476,000,000 rubles, the

‘The extent to which actual out- 


put exceeds estimates may be 
gauged from the following figures: 

*“Oil—Estimated under Piatiletka 
28,000,000 tons, actual output 30,- 
600,000 tons. 

“Steel — Estimated, 
tons; output, 10,200,000. 

“Rolled Metal—Estimated, 7,600.,- 
000 tons; output, 8,300,000 tons. 

“Electrotechnical Estimated, 
588,000,000 rubles; output, 781,000,-

mated, 472,000,000 rubles; output, 
515,000,000 rubles. 

“The production of general ma- 
chinery during the first two years 
also exceeded the plan. 

Remarkable Success in Industry. 

“Though estimates for the first 
year of Piatiletka proved exceed- 
ed, particularly remark@ble success- 
es were achieved by Socialist indus- 
try in,the second year. In 1929-30 
the gross output increased 25 per 
cent, exceeding DPiatiletka estimates 
by 5 per cent, 

“It must be emphasized that the 
increase in the output of industries 
producing means of production 
amounted last year to 40 per cent, 
exceeding the planned figure for 
the year by 16 per cent. ... 

‘In short, in all important indus- 
tries we are progressing beyond 
Piatiletka figures. 

“A less rapid tempo of growth 
was recorded in the light industrjes 
in which available agricultural and 
raw materials acted as a limiting 
factor. The stimulation of native 
raw materials and resources will 
enable us next year considerably 
to exceed the Piatiletka estimate 
in the light industries, as well as 
(food, cotton, etc.) on the whole, 
the pre-war level of industrial pro- 
duction already has been doubled.” 

Kuibyshev continues to say that 
building program figures are also 
far ahead of the Piatiletka esti- 
mates and continues to a discussion 
of agricutlure: “A very great ad- 
vance has been made in the field 
of agriculture. The sown area in- 
creased from 118,000,000 hectares 
in 1928-29 to 127,700,000 in 1929- 
30." 

20 Per Cent Gain in Grain Crop. 

He states that due to improved 
cultivation methods the gtoss grain 
crop of this year was 86,500,000 
tons, against W,700,000 tons in 
1929, an increasé,of 20.6 per cent.

Kuibyshev proceeds with asser- 
tions marking success of socializa- 
tion of livestock, liquidation of the 
Kulak, or landed peasant class, sur- 
passing of Piatiletka quotas by the 
railroads, and improvement of the 
cultural standards of the popula- 
tion. Wages. he says, have in- 
creased 12.1 per cent. 

“Contrary to all the prophecies 
of hostile economists. and  politi- 
cians, contrary to the wrecking ef- 
forts of embittered fragments: of 
the old system, Piatiletka is being 
earried out and will be fulfilled, it 
may confidently be said, not in five 
but in four years,” he says. 

“x x x However, we are not sat- 
isfied by our tempo of progress or 
the quality of our work. That ex- 
plains why we so mercilessly criti- 
cise ourselves. Those who, on the 
basis of this criticism, conclude the 
failure of Piatiletka only place 
themselves, as may be seen, in a ri- 
diculous position.” 


U. S. Technical Men Urged 
Leave Russia as Protest.

' NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—American 
technical men in Russia should 
leave the country at once, both for 
their own personal safety and as a 
protest of world science against 
Communist tyranny, Industrial and 
Engineering Chemistry, the journal 
of the American Chemical Society, 
declares in an editorial which re- 
fers to Russia as a “nation of 
lunatics.”” Dr. Harrison E. Howe, 
editor of the magazine, in the cur- 
rent issue, forecasts that the five- 
year industrial plan of the Soviet 
is doomed to failure and that the 
blame will be shifted from the 
politicians to the technical experts, 
who, he says, are the “pawns in

d Cries “We Want Work or 
Wages’; One Killed, 50 
’ Hurt in Brawls.

BERLIN, Dec. 1.—Police swung 
their clubs on Communists who 
gathered this afternoon in front of) 
the City Hall shouting “We want 
work or wages.” Hundreds of 
men and women marched through 
the center of the city. As police 
scattered the crowd, others bar- 
ricaded the City Hall doors. Sev- 
eral arrests were made. No one 
was seriously hurt. 

In brawls over the week-end all 
over Germany 50 were injured and 
one was killed. 

In Berlin police quelled 12 minor 
political clashes in which six per- 
sons were injured and 34 ‘persons 
arrested. At Luebeck one Fascist, 
injured in a clash with Commun- 
ists Saturday, died today. At 
Leipsic 100 Communists fell upon 


four Fascists and manhandled 
them severely. One person was 
wounded seriously with a knife. 


At Ludwigshafen two persons were 
injured seriously and six slightly 
during brawls between Fascisjs and 
their political opponents. 

At Muelheim Communists in- 
vaded a Fascist meeting and hurled 
chairs into the assembly, injuring 
many. The police used their clubs 
freely to Dreak up the disturbance. 
In Shoenebeck, near Madgeburg, 
Fascists attacked Social Democrat 
demonstrations. Many were hurt 
and a considerable number ar- 
rested. 

Fifteen persons were sent to 
hospitals at Frankfort-on - Main 
when an automobile ran over a 
group of Communists.

SCOTTISH COAL MINE STRIKE 


Conciliation Board Fails to Agree 
Even to Truce in Walkout 
of 90,000 Men. 
By the Associated Press 

LONDON, Dec. 1.—Any hope for 
an immediate settlement of the 
coal mine dispute in Scotland. 
where 90,000 miners walked out 
today, was dissolved this after- 
noon when a conciliation board 
meeting in Glasgow adjourned 
without even drawing up a tempo- 
rary truce. 

In the House of Commons this 
afternoon Edmond Shinwell. Min- 
ister of Mines, said a settlement 
was “not at all unlikely.” Hardly 
were the words out of his mouth 
when the news came that this 
day’s meeting had been unsuccess- 
ful. The miners’ leaders said they 
had advised their men to stand 
firm and a meeting of union dele- 
gates was called for tomorrow to 
decide on the next step. 

What the miners want is abolition 
of the spread-over system by which 
the owners could divide a 45-hour 
week into five 8-hour shirts and 
one 65-hour shift. The new coal 
mines act establishing a straight 
7%-hour day became effective this 


morning.

Win 30 Seats in Election in Ger-

The National Socialists (Fascists) 
yesterday captured 30 seats in the 
Free State of Bremen’s Senate elec- 
tion.

MOSCOW, Dec. 1.—Leonid Ram- 


sin, principal plotter in-a fantastic 
intrigue to overthrow the Soviet 
regime, ceased for a moment today 
to be a man on trial for his life 


and angrily defended his honor as 
a scientist. 

“I've confessed by crimes of try. 
ing to wreck the Soviet industries,” 
he shouted at M. Krilenko. the 
public prosecutor, “but I must. in- 
sist that my scientific writings are 
honest theories and beliefs and that 
never Once in those writings have 
I’ departed from the honest views 
of a scientist.” 

This outburst came when Krilen- 
ko, continuing his merciless cross- 
examination of Ramsin and his 
seven co-defendants, imputed to the 
engineer's professtohal works the 
taint of anti-Soviet propaganda. He 
produced some newspaper articles 
by Ramsin and called them “jour- 
nalistic sabotage.”’ 

The comparatively youthful Ram- 
sin was Outraged. Half rising from 
his chair, he leveled a finger at 
Krilenko and turned to the four 
Judges. . 

Proud of Scientific Writings. 

“TIT demand,” he said, “that the 
prosecutor produce my scientific 
works and show those passages 
which constitute sabotage. My 
scfentific writings are known in 
many countries. I am proud of 
them and I intend to defend them.” 

Whe four Judges, all of tHem 
ing cigarettes, indicated that 
nko could read any writings 


he leased so long as he showed 
them first to the lawyer appointed 
to defend the accused. 


Then Krilenko led the witness 
through further details of the far 
flung plot of which he and his as- 
sociates are accused. Ne got Ram- 
sin to tell about how they faked 
the figures in some of the impor- 
tant industries vital to the success 
of the “five-year plan,” and went 
over much of the ground which al- 
ready has been covered in previous 
sessions of this trial. 

The defendants did not seem s0 
brightly indifferent today as they 
have ‘before and it looked as 
though some of them, particularly 
the 67-year-old Alexander Fedotov, 
might not be able to hold out if 
the trial lasted a week longer. 

Accused Deny Any “Frame Up.” 

Answering an article in a War- 
saw newspaper which said that 
their confessions of intrigue had 
been obtained from them through 
coercive means by the secret po- 
lice, the eight testified yesterday 
that they had been treated as gen- 
tlemen by the Government agents 
and had gained in health while in 
prison.

Defends Zoning Exceptions. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
AM unable to learn of what value is 
the news being published in the last 


few days about our zoning laws and. 
the action of the Appeal Board in giving 
permits for buildings to those who ap- 
pealed from the decisions of the Build- 
ing Commissioner. : 

As a matter of fact, it was merely 
routine when the Commissioner denied 
permits for buildings when they were 
not in line with the zone ordinance. He 
had no other course to pursue. In many 
cases where the Appeal Board granted 
the permits they rendered an invaluable 
service to the city and owners of prop- 
erty. 

I was given two of the 95 permits 
referred to, and in both instances the 
buildings erected were of untold benefit 
to their section. One of them was a 
store that was built on a lot that had 
stood 15 feet above the sidewalk level, 
composed mostly of rock. In fact, the 
floor of the building now rests on solid 
rock, and it would be hard to conceive 
of any other type of building suitable 
for such a lot.. In the other cas& the 
permit was granted to build a four- 
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PARITY OF SECURITY. | | 
_ ‘That was an extraordinary proposition which 
France submitted to the disarmament conference; 
namely, that the victors should have the option of 
reducing armaments or leaving the situation as it is. 
It naturally evoked a protest from Count von Berns- 
torff, who declared he would feel justified in voting 
against the whole tentative convention draft if it con- 
tained such a proposal. He was taken sharply to task 
by Lord Cecil of England, whose ire, apparently, was 
aroused by the German representative's phraseology 
rather than the substance of his objection. 

There can be no question as to the soundness of 
Von Bernstorff's position. Lord Cecil may find com- 
fort in the points he cited as to budgetary limitations 
and various paper arrangements designed to give 
the appearance of progress in reducing military 
establishments, but Bernstorff’s protest was directed 
at the bristling, menading realities; at the tremen- 
dous army France has built up since the World War; 
at the defenselessness of Germany imposed by the 
Versailles treaty; at the intolerable injustice of the 
French proposal to continue or change the status quo 
as it elects. 

In pleading for honest armament uction and 

“parity of security,” Von Bernstorff wna pot merely 
expressing the German point of view. He was voic 
ing the anxious sentiment of responsible public men 
everywhere at the militaristic policy of France. His 
language was restrained compared with the indict- 
ment filed by Lloyd George, for instance, in a recent 
article in the Post-Dispatch. Though her peacé 
establishment is compated at half a million men, 
France, according to the British publicist, “could put 
into the field fully equipped, a force of several mil- 
lions of men,” and “the equipment of these millions 
would be incomparably more powerful and destruc- 
tive than“that of the German armies of 1914.” 
What is Germany’s position? Her military security 
“no longer exists.” She has an army of 100,000, to 
say nothing of the inferiority of her war material. 
She is forbidden to train her young men for war. 
Under compulsion she is fulfilling the terms of the 
Versailles treaty which France, notwithstanding 
Clemenceau’s pledge, has disregarded. This charge 
of bad faith, preferred by Lloyd George, has been 
more violently stated by an Italian paper which, edit- 
ed by Mussolini’s brother, presumably speaks with 
official approval when it says: 

Is the right to security an exclusive French 
privilege, and not a principle of life and death 
for all nations? Peace treaties were not made 
to condemn to death certain nations, and if their 
interpretation is to lead to that, nothing can stop 
the movement tending to modify and tear them 
up. Security for all and respect of treaties by 
all! If France does not disarm, the Reich has 
the right not to disarm, and if Germany arms, 
following her right as a sovereign state, the sit-

Theodore Roosevelt, in his “African Game Trails,” 
thus described the worn paths traversed through the 
forests by the natives:

And as a consequence, in this day of limited trains 
and telegraph, we make obeisance to the dead past by 
waiting 13 months to seat our newly elected legisla- 
tors. Meanwhile, their repudiated predecessors sit 
in council and make our nation’s laws. 

Senator Norris, who would survey a new and direct 
trail through the hoary/ moss-grown jungles of tradi- 
tion, five times has seen his efforts fail. Meanwhile, 
the legislative parade follows the circumlocutions 
necessary in a bygone day, but now obsolete as the 
jungle trails themselves. Only early passage of the 
lame duck bill can lead our legislative processes into 
the straight thoroughfare of modern progress.

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SHIPPING ITEM. 


The American steamer Exhibitor, out of New

Our criticism of this little shipping item ig that it 
is a bit too matter-of-fact. It is as though a dispatch 
had been sent from London on Oct. 12, 1492, saying:

Of course, the skipper of a ship with so Yankee a 
name as Exhibitor is bound to be a sailor in- 
terested only in the fact that he is aground. In this 
respect, Mytilene looks just the same to him as Gov- 
ernor’s Island or any other hunk of troublesome mud 
sticking out of the ocean. He-does not come dashing 
up the companionway with his Baedeker, but with 
& marlinspike, or grapping iron, or breeches buoy, 
or a pick and shovel, or whatever it is that skippers 
use to get their craft afloat. However, while the Ex- 
hibitor is being pried loose from Mytilene, permit us 
to remark that that spot has been making the front 
page for the last 10,000 years or more. 

One can’t pick up the Bible, the encyclopedia, Bul- 
finch's “Age of Fable,” or any book of respectable 
verse written prior to the Vachel Lindsay-Carl Sand- 
burg-Dorothy Parker era without finding Mytilene in 
it. It is an island in the Grecian archipelago. It con- 
tains Mount Olympus, which was used as GHQ by 
Jove, Venus, Mercury and all the rest of the gods. 


It was the home of Sappho and thus caused Byron 
to intone: 


The isles of Greece, the isles of Greece 
Where burning Sappho loved and sung. 

While Northern Europeans still shuddered in caves, 
Mytilene was the center of a complex civilization. It 
was developing musicians like Arion and Terpander. 
It gave birth to historians like Helanicus and Myr- 
tilus, philosophers like Pittacus, Theophrastus and 
Theophanes (we retail all this direct from the ency- 
clopedia). It had a fast, fashionable set, too. 

Despite a voluptuous existence, however, the 
Greeks who lived on Mytilene occasionally showed 
fight, but were nearly always whipped. They resisted 
the Persian invasion (540 B. C.) and were beaten 
after a hard struggle. They revolted against Athens 
during the Peloponnesian War, but the Athenian navy 
came over, destroyed the wails of: Mytilene and put to 
death a thousand of its richest inhabitants. Mytilene 
treated amicably with Alexander the Great, but sub

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SAFETY IN COMMERCIAL AVIATION. 

The frequency, with which reports of fata) airplane 
accidents appear in the day’s news no dov lays a 
large part in fostering the idea that it is" Mngerous 
to fly. Not all accidents, however, have any bearing 
on the question of how safe it is to fly over sched- 
uled transport lines, the field in which the general 
public is most interested from a personal] standpoint. 
Accidents to professional auto racers and to drunken 
joy riders have slight bearing on how safe it is for 
the average man to use his motor car for daily trans- 
portation. Neither do accidents to stunt flyers, para- 
chute artists, students and test pilots have a signifi- 
cant indication as to the safety of transport lines. 

That the field of “miscellaneous” flying furnishes 
the bulk of air accidents is shown by figures just is- 
sued by the Department of Commerce for the first 
half of 1930. There were six fatalities among sched- 
uled transport plane flights in that period, an aver- 
age of one death for each 2,817,121 miles flown. For 
the other classifications of aviation, the rate was 
eight times as great. There is also encouragement for 


period for last year. In 1929, there was one fatality 
for each 1,022,871 miles flown. The safety record for 
1930 thus is 61 per cent better than that for 1929.

Contact with West inspired India with ideas of liberty; youth ready to die for coun- 
try, despite non-violent urgings of Gandhi; England, not realizing danger, follows 
wrong policy; if conference fails to grant independence, years of bloodshed will 
follow; India will endure suffering patiently, but Britain will be sorely affected.

example of the effect of the contact of 

Western civilization on an Eastern cul- 
ture after two centuries. Today, as a re- 
sult of English influence, many young In- 
dians desire to achieve for India the ideals 
for which England has stood: liberty ex- 
pressed through self-government, abolition 
of caste, scientific living and emancipation 
of women. 

The Eastern youth has been taught that 
much of the freedom both in Europe and 
America has been won through violent 
warfare. And as a consequence, there is 
a continua] tendency on the part of our 
youth to break out in armed resistance re- 
gardless of whether warfare will result in 
victory or not. The Indian youth is of a 
heroic strain and quite ready to die for 
his country. The stories of such heroes as 
George Washington and Oliver Cromwell 
have kindled his enthusiasm. In following 
the heroes “he tends to follow the meth- 
ods of vidlénce adopted by them. 

In this struggle of violence which has 
arisen, Gandhi stands as an exponent of 
the ancient ideals of the Egst. To him the 
spiritual and the esthetic future of India 


[exam today affords a most interesting 


“is far more important than her material 


well-being. Gandhi has become convinced 
that the revolutionary movement in India 
has grown so widespread that it cannot be 
thwarted. He therefore accepts it as a 
fact, at the same time seeking to compel 
it to express itself only through peaceful 
means. He has continually urged that the 
revolution should be non-violent. He is in 
Sympathy with all the social aims of a 
revolution, such as abolition of caste and 
freedom of women. 
* s * 

The lecturer, as a result of his visit to 
India, is not satisfied that in case India is 
given virtual independence it can govern 
itself as well as Great Britain or the United 
States is governed. But he feels convinced 
that the teaching of liberty has gone so 
far that there can be no question that 
dominion status ought to be granted as a 
practical matter. 

The doctrines of Western civilization 
have penetrated India so far that if virtual 
independence is not granted, India will slip 
into revolutionary chaos. The situation is 
now developing there as it did in the Unit- 
ed States in the eighteenth century, where 
the revolution was started without any 
thought of separation from Great Britain. 
If in the beginning of 1775 Britain had 
given the Colonies a status like that of Can- 
ada today, it is probable that no revolution 
would have been fought and the United 
States might very well be at the present 
time part of the British Empire. 

It is probable that the gravity of the 
present situation fn India is not apprehend- 
ed and appraised by the British people in 
England, in much the same manner that it 
was not apprehended by the contemporaries 
of Lord North when they were faced with 
the intransigence of the 13 Colonies. 

If the recent statements of the Viceroy, 
Lord Irwin, about considering proposals 
other than the recommendations of the 
Simon Commission had been made a year 
ago, they might well have satisfied all In- 
dia. The Labor party, in power in Britain 


? 


at present, still hopes that a solution can 
be worked out through peaceful negotia- 
tions, at the round table conference... . 
In the meantime revolution, supported by 
idealists who are ready to sacrifice all for 
their country, is an ever-augmenting dan- 
ger. That I am right in this is borne out 
by the following statement by the Maha- 
rajah of Bikanir: 

“The movement has taken a firm hold 
on people of practically all classes and 
communities of Indians, at least in the 
Bombay presidency, including a very large 
percentage of the commercial community. 
* -. No doubt with al] the power and 
resources at the command of Great Britain, 
a great Government like the British Gov- 
ernment, with a mighty empire at its back, 
can ultimately crush . . this movement. 
But even then the struggle is not likely to 
end as quickly as some may imagine and 
the situation . .. is apt to get worse be- 
fore it gets better. . . In the meantime 
there will be created in an ever-increasing 
degree intense and widspread feelings of 
bitterness and hatred—the incalculable 
harm arising from which it is impossible 
fully to foresee at the present moment.” 
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Now that the conference in London’ has 
been convened and you have read the ex- 
cerpts from speeches of the King and the 
different delegates, you are qhite convinced 
that every person and party there is inspired 
by the most sincere good intentions. And 
behind all of them you have discerned this 
mote of apprehension; namely, that if the 
conferees do not achieve not a nominal but 
a real constitution that will give the Indian 
nation the substance of independence, India 
will slip into a series of revolutions cul- 
minating in her absolute separation from 
the British Empire. This has been report- 
ed in the London Times of Nov. 12. It 
quotes a grave remark by one of the dele- 
gates to the conference: 

“Mr. MacDonald and Capt. Benn prob- 
ably will give us what we demand with 
two reservations, one to protect British in- 
vestments in India against any tariff or 
other economic laws which an independent 
India might enact, and the other to protect 
the minorities. We would accept such res- 
ervations for the sake of getting our con- 
stitution. If we get nothing, you may ex- 
pect India for the next 25 years to be 
nothing but a land of bileodshed and vio- 
lence.” 

So you see the men who have gone to 
the conference are aware of the conse- 
quences that will follow if the conference 
fails. ' 

Why should the conference fail? For 
the simple reason that the British Labor

In 
that case, it will be a war, not between 


A Test of the Digest Poll

QVEN TO UNEMPLOYED 


Twice a Week 1000 Men Line 
Up Under Free Bridge 
for Food. 


An organization to aid Ralph 
Hirsch, former clothing manufac- 
turer, who has distributed 47,703 
baskets of vegetables since April, 
in providing nourishing food for 
the unemployed, will be formed at 
a meeting at 2 p. m. tomorrow at 
Gerardi’s, Maryland avenue and 
Kingshighway. 

Hirsch is secretary and super- 
visor of the Charities Income Dis- 
tributing Corporation, organized to 
provide inexpensive lodging, furni- 
ture and clothing for persons of 
meager income and devote the 
profits to charities. Stockholders, 
he said, include Morton J. May, 
president of Famous-Barr, Nathan 
Frank, financier, and Charles M. 
Rice, attorney. 

Last spring Hirsch began col- 
lecting unsold vegetables at the end 
of the day’s business on Commis- 
sion Row and distributing them to 
unemployed in a vacant space on 
Fourth street under the.

Restriction of immigration to in- 
dustrial needs was recommended 
as a permanent policy.

Uncooked Icings Add Effective 
Decorations to Simple Cakes 
and Cookies.

recipes for quickly made itcings 
that may be used to give a moat 
professional touch to cakea, 

There are two types of cake 
icings, those that are cooked and 
those that are not. The latter are 
the simplest. Although they are 
simple, a certain: amount of care 
must be used to make them suo- 
cessfully. When properly made, 
such icings should be creamy, 
emooth, firm on the outside, but 
soft within. 3 

The essentials for producing 
such results are first, the use of 
the right sugar, and, secondly, 
thorough beating. Confectionrr's 
sugar makes the smoothest and 
best icing. Powdered sugar, which 
many people confuse with confec- 
tioner’s, is more gritty and will 
not make as creamy af icing. You 
can tell the difference by rubbing 
a little of each of these sugars be- 
tween your fingers. 

Uncooked Fudge Icing. 

This is always popular and is 
rich and delicious in flavor and 
texture. Melt three squares of un- 
sweetened chocolate over hot Wa- 
ter. While this is melting put one 
tablespoon of thin cream or of 
undiluted evaporated milk in a 
bowl with one-half cup confec- 
tioner's sugar and one teaspoon 
meited butter. Beat this until 
smooth. The mixture will be quite 
thin as most os the sugar will dia- 
solve in the milk. Stir in the 
melted chocolate, another half cup 
sugar and one teaspoon vanilla, 
Beat this until smooth—the choc- 
olate will stiffen considerably as 
you beat it. Then gradually add 
another tablespoon milk and an- 
other half cup sugar, making one 
and a half cups in all. beat for 
about two minutes before spréad- 
ing. It should be thick enough 
to spread in swirls without run- 
ning; it will harden on the out- 
side but will stay soft and creainy 
within for several days. 

Orange Icing. 

This is the samo type of icing as 
that above. Put one egg yolk in 
a bow! and beat it lightly, stir in 
two tablespoons orange juice, one 
teaspoon lemon juice, the grated 
rind of one small orange and 
about two cups of confectioner’s 
sugar. Add the sugar holt a cup 
at a time, beating in each lot 
thoroughly before adding the next. 
In all of these uncooked icings 
much better results are gottcn by 
beating to thicken, rather than 
using extra sugar. Too much cu- 
gar makes a hard, brittle icing 
that flakes off the cakes. 

Pineapple icing 1s made by us- 
ing egg white instead of the yolk 
and substituting crushed canned 
pineapple for the orange rind and 
juice. 

Plain White Icing. 4 

Reat one egg white until slight- 
ly foamy, add one tablespoon thin 
cream or evaporated milk and half 
teaspoon lemon juice. Next stir in 
half cup confectioner’s sugar and 
beat thoroughly. Gradually add 
about one cupful more of sugar, 
beating in each lot until the icing 
is thick enough to spread without 
running. Flavor with lemon or 
vanilla or almond extract, If 
almond is used a few drops are all 
that will be necessary. Plain white 
icing may be decorated with chop- 
ped nuts, whole nut meats, shred- 
ded cocoanut, candied rose or mint 
leaves or violets, candied cherries 
or other fruits, or bits of choco- 
late or orange Icing. 


Rallroad Cake. 

One scant cup sugar, four table- 
spoons melted butter, two eggs 
(beaten), one-half cup aweet milk, 
one and one-half cups flour, two 
heaping teaspoons baking powder, 
vanilla. Put all together, beat five 
minutes. This is delicious, easy to 
make and economical.

Muscles 
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HOW TO FILL UP 
THE COOKIE JAR 


Crumbly Sugar Cookies, Crispy 
Nut Wafers and Luscious 
Fruit Tea Cakes. 


It may be that the cookie jar of 
well-loved childhood memories is 
ooming back, for many of the de- 
partment stores and gift shops are 
featuring various alized, bright col- 
ored or painted jara that are clear- 
ly labeled “Cookie Jars.” It ia true 
that they bear small resemblance, 
except a vague aimilarity in out- 
line, to the big stone crocks — that 
used to have an honored place on 
the pantry shelf, but then pantry 
shelves are amaller, and pantries 
themselves cramped into odd cor- 
ners. Any Way, in most familles 
there are not so many £ fingers 
feeling in the jar for an “after 
school” bitesas there were in the 
“good old-fashioned sized family” 
days. So make the best of the 
modern fancy cookie jar that holds 
from perhaps two to six dozen 
cookies and fill it up. 

What kind will you have—spicy 
gingersnaps, crumbly sugar cook- 
les with scalloped edges, crispy nut 
wafers, ‘luscious nut cookies—the 
varieties are many. It is a nice 
idea to keep two kinds on hand— 
perhaps in two of the smaller jars 
—one rich and the other plainer. 

Old-Fashioned Sugar Oookies., 

Cream one cup butter or any 
preferred shortening and gradually 
work in two cups sugar. When 
well blended add three eggs and 
beat to a smooth, thick cream. 
Next add one-third cup milk. Sift 
two and one-half cups flour with 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-half 
teaspoon nutmeg and two tea- 
spoons baking powder and add aft- 
er the milk. Add more flour if 
necessary to make a dough that 
can be handled without sticking to 
the fingers. 

Chill for 30 minutes, then take 
half of the dough at a time, roll it 
on a lightly floured board to one- 
eighth inch thickness and shape 
with a scalloped cookie cutter. 
Sprinkle each cookie with a little 
granulated sugar, place on a 
greased pan and bake in a hot 
oven—400 degrees—for eight to 
ten minutes, or until delicately 
browned. Makes three dozen me- 
dium-sized cookies. In rolling any 
cookies, use as little flour on the 
board as possible; much will make 
the cookies tough, rather than ten- 
der and crisp on the edges. 

Black Walnut Cookies. 

Cream together one and one-half 
cups s0ft brown sugar and one- 
third cup shortening. When well 
blended stir in one cup molasses, 
one cup coarsely chopped black 
walnuts and two cups flour sifted 
with one-quarter teaspoon salt and 
one-half teaspoon baking soda. The 
mixture should be a very stiff bat- 
ter, or a very soft dough—too soft 
to handle. Drop from a teaspoon 
on @ greased pan, leaving about an 
inch space between the cookies to 
allow for spreading. Bake in a 
moderate oven for 12 to 15 min- 
utes. Cool slightly before remov- 
ing from the pans. Any mixture 
containing molasses or chocolate 
requires a slower oven as these 
substances burn very readily. 

Nut Orisps. 

Cream one-half cup butter with 
one cup sugar. When well blend- 
ed add two egg yolks and one white 
and beat well. Next stir in the 
grated rind of a small orange, and 
one tablespoon lemon juice. Add 
about two cups pastry flour, or 
enough to make a dough that can 
be handled without sticking to the 
‘fingers. Chill, roll very thin and 
sprinkle with chopped nuts. Cut 
in small squares, place on a greased 
pan and bake in a hot oven for five 
to eight minutes, or until delicate- 
ly browned. Makes about 60 
squares. 

Chocolate Indians. 

Cream one-half cup butter and 
one cup soft brown sugar until 
well blended. Add two eggs and 
beat. Then stir in one-half cup 
flour sifted with one-half teaspoon 
salt, one cup walnut meats out in 
pieces, one teaspoon vanilla, and 
three squares of unsweetened 
chocolate melted over hot water. 
When well mixed, spread one- 
fourth inch thick in a greased, 
square cake pan and bake in a 
moderate oven for 25 minutes, or 
until firm to the touch. Cut in 
squares while hot, but let cool in 
the pans. Makes about 15 squares 
and is very rich, but very good. 


PRUNE SALMON STEAK 


Savory and Wholesome Dish for a 
Family Meal. 
Use one can salmon, two table- 
spoons shortening, three-fourths 
cup finely cut celery, three-fourths 
cup chopped onion, two thin strips 
bacon, cut fine, one teaspoon sait, 
one cup prunes, one-half cup of 
prune juice and two slices lemon. 
Boil prunes 20 minutes. Melt 
shortening and fry bacon, celery 
and onions until a light brown. 
_ Place the salmon in center of 
baking pan (leave whole), and lay 
the lemon slices on top. Around 
the steak arrange the onion mix- 
ture and prunes, Add prune juice, 
cover dish, and bake 20 minutes in 
hot oven. Remove cover and bake

CONTRACT FOR BIGGEST SHIP 


Cunard Liner Will Be 1018 Feet 
‘Long; 43,000 Tons. 
By the Associated Press. 


—Construction of the biggest ship 
in the world drew one step nearer 
today when the Cunard Line 
signed a-contract for a 738,000-ton 
trans-Atlantic liner. It will be 20 
per cent bigger than the American 
Leviathan. 

This ship, resulting from Ger- 
many’s challenge with the Bremen 
and Europa, may bring back the 
ocean speed title to the British 
merchant marine. Although nobody 
was making any promises, it was 
thought in shipping circles that the 
new liner would be able to make 
30 knots. It will be 1018 feet 
long, and it will cost between $22,- 
500,000 and $25,000,000. Later a 
sister ship is to be built.

WASHINGTON, Deo, 1.—Many 
proposed measures of importance 
to the country’s financial and busi- 
ness structure are on the calendar 
of Congress or before the commit- 
tees of the two houses. While an 
effort is being made to keep the 
final session of the present Con- 
gress clear of controversial sub- 
jects which would interfere with 
the passage of appropriation and 
other measures necéssary in the 
conduct of the Government's regu- 
lar activities, it is likely some of 
these subjects will come in for 
considerable discussion. 

Several measures are pending 
dealing with motor transport regu- 
lation, carried over from the pre- 
vious session. A Dill to provide 
Federal regulation for motorized 
facilities engaged in interstate 
commerce has already passed the 
House and is among the Senate's 
unfinished business. 

Trading in futures is another 
subject of considerable eoncern. 
Proponents of Federal regulation of 
futures trading in agricultural 
commodities will probably make 
an effort to have reopened pro- 
posals on this subject carried over 
from the last session, as well as 
bringing up new variations. It ap- 
pears unlikely at this time this 
subject will get fina! action, but it 
will undoubtedly be taken up in 
committees. 

Another is the railroad consoli- 
dation bill. A measure to post- 
pone further steps toward rail 
mergers was passed by the Benate 
last session. It awaits action on 
the House side. Proposals dealing 
with various phases of railroad 
transportation are pending in the 
committees, but it is ungertain 
that any will be brought forward 
for final consideration during this 
short session. 

In addition, the House will re- 
sume its investigation of branch 
and group banking. and an inquiry 
into Federal reserve activities by 
the Senate is in prospect, but legis- 
lative action before March 4 is con- 
sidered improbable.

“The fire was a misfortune, but 
not without its lesson,” he said. 
“IT have learned through practical 
experience in the development of 
aircraft that lessons that do not 
have to be paid for human lives 
are very much on the credit side 
of aviation and make for greater 
safety and stability in the air in 
the future.” 

Will Be Ready by Christmas. 

After a second Inspection of the 
damaged wing, Technical Director 
Berner of the DO-X works at Al- 
tenrhein, said: 

“As the main duraluminum 
spars are intact and all the main 
wing struts damaged, it is only a 
question of filling in the maze of 
small metallic parts, which com2 
in sections and are all ready at 
Altenrhein.

Never has he allowed himself to 
be drawn into any intrigue such as 
those in which his grandfather, 
Edward VII, was so often involved, 
and so far his private life has re- 
mained a sealed book. He has 
plenty of friends, yet there is no 
such thing as a Prince of Wales 
set. He has achieved the almost 
impossible feat of being continual- 
ly in the limelight witheut having 
made himself notorious in any way. 
He is a’*model landlord, and 
manages with great skill his large 
properties; -but he is not overgen- 
erous with his money, of which he 
knows exactly the worth. His 
London €state is kept in spick-and- 
span order, principally because he 
never allows any improvements to 
be made upon it without his knowl- 
fedge and approval, and until he 
has ascertained personally from his 
tenants what it is they really re-. 


quire or need.

H nintea: are part of the line of 

policy he has shaped out for 
himself, a policy founded on very 
solid gfounds. If hé were to stay 
continually in England he might, 
no matter how carefully he held 
himself aloof, be drawn into some 
cabal or other.
